TWIN FALLS - Without a federal dis- 
posal site, Gov. Phil Bait’s nuclear waste 
agreement can’t promise that waste now 
coming to Idaho and waste already here 
will ever leave the state. 

That’s the prevailing view from all van- 
tage points in Idaho’s nuclear waste 
debate. Opening's permanent nuclear 
waste site in Nevada is, at best, a dicey 
proposition. If this site doesn’t open, 
most observers agree, it is unlikely that 
another site would be found. 

“I don’t think Yucca (Mountain) is 
-ever: going to -open,” said Richard 
Stallings,- former Idaho congressman who 
also spent two years as the federal gov- 
ernment’s nuclear waste negotiator - 
traveling the country looking for a site to 
build a temporary storage site for com- 
mercial spent reactor fueb. 

Stallings, a Democrat, was unsuccess- 
ful. Neither was his, predecessor,’ 
Republican David Leroy, a former Idaho 
lieutenant governor and a former state 
attorney general. Both came close, but 
politics got in die way. • 

Nevada officials ure united in their 
opposition to the proposed Yucca 
Mountain site, about 100 miles northwest 
of Nevada. They insist the site, slated for 
opening in 2010, will never open. 

— So where does, that leave Idaho and 
the negotiated agreement? 

Supporters of Proposition Three,, 
which would overturn Butt’s agreement 
and give die public a voice in the nuclear 
waste issue, say the lack of a federal dis- 
posal site is why it’s important to stop 
waste shipments before they come into 
the state. Once the waste is here, they 
say, it’s unlikely to ever leave.

Snow scattered around Great Lakes states 


Snow was scattered around the Great Lakes on 
Saturday as cold air pushed across much of the 
nation, and showers dampened, parts of the 
Southwest and Southeast. 

Snow showers extended around the lakes across 
Michigan, northern Ohio, northwestern Pennsylvania 
and western New York. 

Up to an inch of snow had fallen by midday at 
Cleveland and more flakes fell during the afternoon. 
Accumulations of more than 2 inches were possible 
in parts of northern Ohio and northwestern 
Pennsylvania. 

Just a dusting was likely in parts of northern and 
western New York state, although as much as 6 inch- 
es of snow was possible hy Sunday morning in some 
areas along the windward side of Lake Ontario.

“If you sell your home in 
California (for six figures), imag- 
ine how attractive a S/O.OQO 
home in Kimberly looks,” snjd 
Donna Bach, who runs Coldwel! 
Banker Western Reality in Twin 
Falls. 

Many newcomers to Idaho look 
at places like Kimberly first, 
•. Bach said. The price tag for a 
home may be one-fourth less 
than in Twin Falls, where prices 
now average S89, 031. 

“The appeal of small towns is 
that life is simpler,” said Stephen 
Cooke, an economist and associ- 
ate professor in the University. of_ 
Idaho's Department of 
Agriculture Economics and Rural 
Sociology. “People who live in 
small towns tend to have values 
that the newcomers share, includ- 
ing a low demand for government 
■“services." : : 

“Most of the people wlio'vc 
moved here over the last few 
years have come because they 
like living in a small town,” said 
Buhl Mayor Theodore Pence. 
“They’re here for die life-style." 

But Pence says some of the 
newcomers have changed his 
town for the worse, and Cooke 
agrees that conflicts are 
inevitable. 

“If you want to know where die 
cqre of die support for the (prop- 
erty tax-limiting) One Pcrceqt 
- Initiative is, look at homeowners 
(in small towns) who’vc seen 
their property taxes gu up so 
rapidly in the last few years to 
pay for the services that newcom- 
ers use disproportionately," 

.- Cooke said. 

That includes education, 
sciver; water and solid waste. 

“People who live in small 
towns have already paid die capi- 
tal costs of providing those ser- 


vices,” Cooke said. “The new- 
comers haven’t." 

But many of the latecomers - 
who in the Twin Falls area 
include large numbers of retirees 
- bring fiscally conservative ideas 
with them. 

“If 20 percent of the people in 
town are retired, you’re going to 
have a hard time passing a school 
bond issue,” Kuhntopp said. 

“My husband and I grew up in 
Twin Falls and graduated from 
high school here, and we love the 
place,” Joan Bevan said. “Bur I 
can already see the signs of rising 
crime, and every time we have to 
drive down Blue Lakes, we com- 
plain about how bad the traffic 
is." 

Still, -growth of the Twin Falls 
‘burbs probably will be limited 
by the nature of the economy - a 
large number of relatively low- 
paying retail and food-processing 
jobs that restrict newcomers’ 
ability to buy new housing. 


“There’s a development of 
manufactured housing (in 
Jerome County), but you’re no: 
going see a big expansion in new- 
home construction imlfg there's 
a boom and interest rates are 
right,” Kohntopp predicted. 

That will put a premium on 
existing housing which - for the 
moment at least - still is reherre • 
Iy plentiful and affordable in 
towns such as Filer, Buhl and 
Jerome. 

“If you could look a: Filer 20 
■ years from now, you'd see a bfd- 
room community with same new- 
housing, some renovation of 
existing housing and not many 
, stores,” Kohntopp said. 

“Jerome in 20 years will be a 
bigger place, and our gfewth is 
probably going to be in the form 
of subdivisions that extend to the 
southeast (toward the Snake 
River Canyon),” Ostler said. “Sa 
it will still be a small town. That’s - 
not going to change.”

Lloyd said he “didn’t know any- 
thing about it” and declined to 
comment further. 

“We expect to be treated fairly 
and decently,” Dennis Smith said. 
“We don’rnecd to be harassed, and 


they can stay out of town. They’re 
not welcome here until they stop 
harassing people.” 

. Mike-Todd, regional conserva- 
tion educator for Fish and Game, 
said he last set up the check station 
in Oakley in the fall of 199L Todd 
said the mayor drove up arid told 
him the chock station was a safety- 
hazard and that Fish and Game was 
not wanted in Oakley.

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Alternative schools offer expelled students 2nd chance

RUPERT - As five East Minico 
Junior High students learned this 
week, it’s not hard to get kicked_ 
out of school. “ 

But finding somowherc to give 
troublemakers a second chance is 
hard, according to Nick Hallett, 
superintendent of Minidoka 
County schools. 

The district has an alternative 
high school for students who don’t 
fit in public schools - such its preg- 
nant teensj failing students and 
expelled fighters - and now it 
needs an alternative junior high 
school, Hallett says. The new 
school could open in early 1997. 

Hallett and others have been 
scouring the Rupert area for a 
building suitable for alxmt 20 sev- 
enth* and eighth-graders and a 
_ieacher. willing. to .take, the job. „ 
Neither has surfaced yet. 

The Emerson Grange Hail north- 
west of Burley, it vacant building in 
downtown Rupert and an armory 
"n c ar~t hc~M Inldoka - County." 
Fairgrounds ail arc being consid- 
ered to hotLse the new school. 

'Hie school district is responsible 


Jor costs related to the building 
’ and teaching materials. The state 
will pay fur a teacher and a 
teacher’s aide. A second aide 
would be ideal, hut Hallett said if 
that funding isn’t available, offi- 
" cials" will pro coed a n y way. - 1 It" 
. stressed that without state funding, 
the school district wouldn't even 
consider adding another school. 

Finding the' right teacher is 
where the challenge lies, Hallett 
. said. 

“We are trying to find a readier 
and an aide who are bilingual, and 
there is a real shortage in that 
area,” he said, “It’s a real high- 
stress, demanding job. The kids 
are demanding and will challenge 
authnriiy almost all of the time.” - 

The ‘teacher has to be a discipli- 
narian with a sense of humor, he 
said. Sort of a mild-mannered’

In addition, students will be at dif- 
ferent levels of achievement. 

“As far as academic develop- 
ment, they will vary a great deal," 
Hallett said. “They (alternative 
seventh- and eighth-graders) will 
be at grade levels from Second or ' 
third, up to 12th. So you have to - 
individualize die programs.” 

Academics aside, Hallett says, 
the single most important goal is 
teaching responsibility. 

"The highest priority is to work 
on people skills first and acade- 
mics second," he said. “They 
haven’t learned those skills and 
that is generally their biggest prob- 
lem. You won’t get anywhere with 
academics until you solve the per- 
sonal problems." 

Hallett said tile new school will 
put additional strain on the dis- 
trict's budget, but in the long ran 
■ the sarings will be -measurable, he" 
said.

Violence persists at East Minico

RUPERT - Beau Scott once 
tried to fight hack against violence 
at East Minico Junior High School 
byjnistng public awareness. 

But before leaving for a private 
school, Scott says, he learned die 
only way to fight hack at East 
Minico was with his fists. 

. "You. can always-avoid-a-fight.— 

But if you are confronted with it till 
the time, there comes a time to pro- 
tect your integrity diat you’ve got 
— to-fighrbacJq J1 -Scottsaid.-"i-ne\x'i — 
did fight back, and I should have.” 

Since 1992, police have investi- 
gated 30 cases of assault or battery 
at East Minico, the results of stu- 
dent fighting. Ten of those 
responses were this year, accord- 
ing to information from the 
Minidoka County Sheriff’s 
Department. 

Another 20 instances of fighting, 
investigated as disorderly-conduct 
or disturbing-die-peace violations, 
arc on die police blotter over the 
past- four. years.

DUBAI, United Arab Emirates

group inspired by Iran, Saudi 
security sources and Shiite 
Muslim dissidents said Saturday. 

The little-known Shiite Muslim 
organization Hezbollah has links 
with the Lebanon-based Iranian- 
backed group of the same name, 
as well as connections with Iran’s 
close Arab ally, Syria, said the 
sources, speaking on condition of 
anonymity. • 

But in a statement sent to The 
Associated Press, the group 
denied any involvement in the ; 
blast, and said it had been "sub- 
jected to a wave of arrests that 
includes the (group’s) entire lead- 
ership." 

The statement predicted that 
authorities might try to pin the 
blame for the bombing on 
Hezbollah members. . .

• Instead of having your daughter 
read to you die entire rime, take 
turns reading t o cadi other. 

Studies have shown dial an early 
elementary school-age child’s read- 
ing skills will improve just as a 
result of being read to by an adult. 

. When you read to her, hold the 
book so she can see it and follow , 
along. 

Gradually her reading speed will 
improve. Not only that, but she will 
begin to sec die whole word as a pat- 
tan, rather titan the word as a com- 
bination of phonetic. elements.

Q. I’ve been dividing my life 
between home and periods of_ 
work. How much do I have to 
work to make sure I have disabil- 
• ity coverage? 

A. The amount of work you 
need to qualify for Social 
Security disability insurance ben- 
efits depends on your- age when 
you become disabled. You may 
qualify for disability benefits 
with as little as one and one-half 
years of work in the last three 
years' if you become disabled 
before age 22. After age 31, you’ll 
need five years out of the last 10 
years. 

Q. My mother will begin receiv- 
ing retirement benefits soon. 
Since 1 have power-of-attomey 
over her affairs, will I automati- 
cally be in charge of her Social 
Security benefits? 

A. Although a power-of-atior-

An SSf beneficiary 
must report any change in living 
arrangements within 10 days 
after the month the change 
occurs. If you don't, you could

, A conversion design for 76- 
year-old Husky Stadium, includ- 
ing restoration of a red brick and 
stone facade with two Gothic 
towers at the western entrance, 
was presented Friday by HOK 
Sports Facilities to King County's 
-SealuwksKingdonic Innovation 
Task Force. Cost was estimated 
at S175 million to $225 million. 

“We tcxiked at this site and we 
immediately fell in love with it," 
said John Greenlee, a senior 
designer for the Kansas City firm. 

The design was a hit with Bob 
Collier,. project manager for 
Football Northwest, the outfit 
assembled by Microsoft Corp. co- 


founder Paul 
Allen to help

• the Seahawks. 

"Tliis shows the stadium could 
be converted to dual use for tiie • 
Huskies and the Seahawks, and 
in a way that’s pleasing,” Collier 
said. “It’sadynamite design.” 

Renovation would retain the 
current capacity, about 74,000 
seats, hut the lower bowl of the 
stadium is in “extremely bad 
shape” and would have to be 
rebuilt for roomier seating, 
Greenlee said.

At the 
Stramilano Half-Marathon in 
Milan, Italy, they .swept the first- 
four places, and at the Sallie Mae 
10-IdJometcr race in Washington, 
they took the first six places. 

What’s more, the first 14 finish- 
ers at the Bobby Crim 10-miler in 
Flint, Mich., were all from Kenya, 
as were the first eight in the 
Philadelphia Half-Marathon. 

Overall, Kenya’s astonishing 
record this year includes six vic- 
tories in marathons, 21 in half* 
marathons and 44 in road races. 


Kenyans have been winning 
medals since the 1964 Olympics, 
but their big breakthrough was 
the the open-door sports policy 
adopted in 1990 that allowed 
them to travel extensively. 

"The incentives to run are 
finally available to Kenyans on a 
—.broad basis," said John. Manners,, 
a Kenyan historian and writer 
from Montclair, N.J. “If some- 
body from your village is out 
there hauling in thousands of dol- 
lars," that’s serious money.” 

There is serious money on the 
line today. The men’s and 
women’s winners will get $30,000 
each plus a new car. Time bonus- 
es, Including $65,000 for a world 
record and $50,000 for a course 
record, also are up for grabs. 


NCAA critical of Arkansas program 


FAYETTEVILLE, Ark. (AP) - 
The ‘NCAA will send Arkansas a 
letter of inquiry alleging school 
administrators don’t maintain suf- 
-fitient control over the basketball— 
program, CBS television reported 
Saturday. 

Athletic director Frank Broyles 
told The Associated Press the 
report wasn’t true.' 

"Hie daughter of the university’s 
chancellor quit an academic coun- 
selor’s position in September after 
acknowledging she typed corre- 
spondence course papers for a 
basketball player, -and last season, 
the school let two players play 
before certifying their junior col- 
lege transcripts. 

Broyles said the report was pre- 
mature and that the university 
didn’t have any indication a letter 
of inquiry would be sent. 

"That’s a baseless rumor," 
'Broyles said in'a telephone inter-"" 
view. 

Kim Wood, the daughter of 
chancellor Dan Ferritor, resigned 
as academic coordinator in 
September after acknowledging 
she typed correspondence course 
papers for former Arkansas guard 
Jesse Pate and lied to investiga- 
tors about it. 

“Jesse had come to the universi- 
ty without a scholarship, without 
support, without help," Wood said 
after her resignation. “He didn’t 
know liow to type, and I was 
happy to help him, even knowing 
it was against the rules." 

Typing the work violated the 
NCAA’s rule on extra benefits.

Yet SAT scores 
have barely budged, and the 
canting power of a high school 
diploma has plummet ed.

But the high cost of a college 
education leaves many graduates 
burdened with debt as they enter 
the years in which people nor- .

(2) In Idaho, most criminal stat- 
ues carry mandatory sentencing 
guidelines. Judges must work 

.within diesc guidelines. Judge 
Cassidy does so, basing his sen- 
tence on the crime committed 
and on the defendant’s record. 

My personal experience with 
Judge Cassidy has been that, in 
, all but one case, the standard sen- 
tence was issued. In the other 
case (which was not a serious mat- 
ter and involved no prior criminal 
record), Judge Cassidy leveled 
what I considered an extreme 
sentence, even beyond the recom- 
mendation of the prosecutor. This 
shows that Judge Cassidy is any- 
thing but soft on criminals. 

(3) The statistics for cases han- 
dled by Judge Cassidy since tak- 
ing the bench are as follows: 

Cases filed, 4,253; cases taken to 
disposition, 3,866; appeals, 7; dis- 
missals, 3; pending, 2; decisions 
upheld, 2; decisions overturned, 0.

• The upcoming vote on the 
“hospital amendment" - Senate 
Joint Resolution 111 - is an 
important one. S JR 111 is a 
state constitutional amendment • 
which will allow public hospi- 
tals to form partnerships with 
private investors and' corpora- 
-tio ns. — — — — — — — 

Supporters of SJR 111 claim 
that it will level the playing 
field so that nonprofit public 
hospitals can compete against 
for-profit managed care enti- 
ties. These supporters feel that 
turning nonprofit hospitals into 
for-profit “partnerships" is a 
good solution to a difficult prob- 
lem. 

However, I would propose 
that the best course of action Is 
to maintain the nonprofit sta- 
tus of public hospitals. This 
would assure that all local 
"profits” will be reinvested 
back into the health care of the 
local community instead of 
being converted into stockhold- 
er dividends. 

Proponents of the hospital 
amendment also claim that small 
communities may see an increase 
in local services and will not lose 
control of local health care; how- 
ever, I believe this to be untrue. I 
see the real potential for large 
managed-care companies to die- 
tai e what services will nr will nor 


patients to large urban hospitals. 
This wnuld result in down-sizing 
of local hospitals which will 
■Nresdrlirincreascd localTinenp 
ployment and poorer quality 
medical care. 

Another claim that support- 
ers of SJR 1 1 1 make is that it 
will decrease local health care 
costs. Again, I disagree. Turning 
nonprofit hospitals into for- 
profit partnerships will increase 
local health care costs as 
numerous middlemen and 
shareholders take profits.

Initiative sponsors should 
make Intentions clear 

In the late 1980s, a Righi-to- 
Work law was voted in by the 
voters of Idaho. There was con-- 
fusion over the voting process 
of this initiative. A yes vote 
meant you were voting against 
it and no meant you were vot- 
ing for it. Yes meant no, no 
meant yes. 

A Right-to-Work Law in most 
states simply means you can 
work for a union-controlled 
company without having to join 
the-union to keep your job or 
be hired by that company. 
-Idaho's Right-to-Work law has 
attachments to it that many 
Idaho working people are not 
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be offered in any spedfic com- 
munity. 

The only provisions in SJR 111 
which would give communities 
control of local health care 
health decisions is a vote by the 
local hospital board.

TWIN FALLS - James Walston paid a 
S36 insurance premium through the mail 
When the company refused to pay' on a 
$3,800 claim, he ended up with more than 
$3 million from a Baltimore company. , 

But along the way, it cost Walston 
years of court battles, while trying to deal 
with die death of his wife of o/ years. 

Tve been fighting them for the last 
five years," said Walston, 82, a former 
'WendellTCSidcntT^TlhTnL there are 
some good insurance companies. The one 
I got a hold of turned out to be bad." 

On Aug. 29, the Idaho Supreme Court 
upheld a S3.2 million award to Walston 
from the Monumental Life Insurance 
Company. A local jury had found the com- 
pany faLsely advertised, acted in bad faith 
and caused Walston emotional distress. 

Last week. Monumental agreed to pay 
roughly S37 million - 90 parent of the 
original $3.2 award, plus interest. In 
exchange, Walston agreed not to appeal 
the case. * 

The company also agreed to change 
the tactics condemned by the jury, said 
Walston’s lawyer, Ken Pedersen of Twin 
Falls. 

Walston stood up and fought. Others 
didn’t.

Idaho-based firms and health 
insurance carriers are high priori- 
ties. But nose insurance companies 
who apply are from out of state. 

Analysts look at whether compa- 
nies provide mandatory benefits, 
Daniel said Frtr example, if a policy 
covers a mastectomy, or removal of 
. breast, then it mast also cover a 
mammography, a breast x-ray. 

During September, 330 forms 
were r ejec ted. Daniel didn't have 
sipocif ic^jmirf orms Ttilghrlrare 
bee n rejected due. to filing nrob- _ 
Terns, such as missing fees. 

With some exceptions, compa- 
nies don’t have to file their adver- 
tisements and many don’t. Daniel 
said. State laws govern what the 
companies can promise. The bot- 
tom line: they can't advertise 
something that isn’t in the policy. 

With the introduction of man- 
aged health care, the policies have 
become more complex for con- 
sumers and state regulators alike, 
Daniel said

Many 
seniors may buy policies they don’t 
need, she said, or they buy policies 
that tire inadequate or don't pay. 

Evans and 14 volunteers 
throughout the Magic Valley give 
seniors and-their families a list of 
companies that provide policies to 
supplement Medicare, the federal 
health-insurance program. 

Under a 1990 federal law, it is 
illegal to sell policies that dupli- 
cate coverage seniors already 
have. Companies can only sell 10 
standard plans, which range from 
modest to comprehensive. Prices 
con differ, however. 

"They take this home and do 
their own shopping,’’ Evans said.

insurance. The group also tries 
“bringing out the best in agents," 
as Harris puts it. 

“We want agents to be very knowl- 
edgeable and not sell policies that arc 
sleazy to people,” said Harris, who 
works for Blue Cross of Idaho. 

Agents not only have to know the 
product, but the company they rep-, 
resent, she added. Insurance com- 
panies who misrepresent them- 
selves do the industry no good. 

The policy sold to James 
Walston sounds like a “dread-dis- 
ease” limited-benefit policy for 
specific illnesses, said Craig Fisher 
of Twin Falls, the Blue Cross insur- 


“Most of these fall back on 'a 40 " “ 
percent return. That means drily 
- 40 cents of each premium doHar — 
goes back to claims.” 

Mostly, Idaho consumers arc for- 
tunate to have laws that protect 
. them, said Fisher, a 30year insur- 
ance veteran. For example, health .

minimum coverage regardless of 
underlying health conditions.

PROTECT CHILDREN 



The stories of children who have been sexually abused, which once shocked us, have become almost commonplace in recent years. 
Much attention is now being given to the stories of adults who, it turned out, may have been wrongly accused of sexually abusing children 
Arc U'e in danger of once again denying the reality of the sexual abuse of children in America?

OME PEOPLE WILL TELL YOU THAT 
there was no such thing as child sexual 
H abuse a few short decades ago — the 
“good old days." And if you go to the 
files and read the old newspapers, you 
might well believe them. 

Unless you were a victim, now grown 
To adulthood.' 

H Then the media “discovered" child 

abuse. Like a pendulum, press coverage 
swung from one extreme to the other. 
From being reported so rarely that many doubted its 
very existence, child abuse become such a frequent 
subject of coverage that rarely a day went by without 
new accounts of horrors. 

Now the media spotlight has been turned on defen- 
dants who maintain that they have been falsely accused 
of sexually abusing children— and the media backlash' 
is so strong that you might well believe that we arc in 
thirmldsror a'lnddertRlay Salcmwilclfhuni. 

Here's the truth: The battle against child sexual 
abuse is no "witch hunt." In Salem, there were no 
witches. In 20th-century America, sexual predators 
do exist — in alarming numbers. 

Blaming die media won’t make the problem go away. 
The media didn't invent child sexual abuse, and it 
can't make it disappear. Nor will our collective wish- 
ing make it do so. In fact, taking the ostrich approach 
actually benefits predators. Ignorance helps them to 
multiply, and cowardice makes them strong. 

There arc far more people who love and respect 
children than there are those who prey upon them. 
But if that is so. why aren't we winning this battle? 
Because, with all the media muddle surrounding child 
abase; we are losing confidence in our collective abil- 
ity to find out the truth. 

How do we leam that truth? How do we protect 
our children? 

A child abuse ease is never a level playing field. lt 
is never a fair fight. Why? What is so special about 
children that we treat these eases differently from 
other vicious crimes? Is it true that children's "mem- 
ories” an; different. from those of adults? That chil- 
dren are easily "brainwashed" or cannot distinguish 
between truth and fantasy? Or is it that children are 
perceived as property, as lesser citizens, because of 
their age? Do we fear the inadequacy of their mem- . 

oric s — or the truth of them? . . . 

~ c Thave never yet met an abused child {of whatev- 
er age) who was not crying to be heard and to be be- 
lieved. to be validated and (eventually) assured that 
there was nothing "special" about him or her that 
brought on thcabuse— that the child was simply a 
"parent's" (or other predator's) target of opportunity. 

Child abuse cases are d iffcrcnt, in part because the 
stakes arc so much higher. If un adult is the victim of 
a crime, even if the defendant is acquitted, the adult 
is us “free" as the perpetrator. But in a child abuse 
ease, the consequences of an improper acquittal arc 
often that the victim js returned to the abuser. 

The major difference between child abuse cases 
and all others is this: Those who make the decisions — 
be they judges, juries, social workers, police officers 
or the general public— too often act as though the . 
“issue" were on trial, not the facts. But child sexual 
abuse is not an "issue." like capital punishment or 
abortion or gun control. Child abuse is a fact — a 
.hideous, foul.fnct that traumatizes aur. culture just as . 
it traumatizes individual victims. 

If we want the truth about child sexual abuse, there 


is just one thing we can do: Look only at the facts of 
each individual ease. It is not a question of "believ- 
ing" children, or of "believing" in "witch hums" or 
"false allegations." It is. and always will be. a ques- 
tion of fact-finding. 

It sounds cold-blooded to say this, but a wrongful 
convi ction of c hild abuse can he reversed. The dam- 
age from a wrongful acquittal probably cannot. Unless 
and until we leam to judge, case-by-case — unless 
and until we work to create a climate in which the 
facts will be found— countless victims will combine 
to be doomed. 

Protecting one's own children is a biological imper- 
ative — it is how our species sustains itself. When an
